Probable Defeat of McKinley 
by a Small Majority.

to noen show the Democrats have 
elected sixty-eeven Assemblymen in 
this State and the Repablicans filty- 
pine, with two districts st‘ll to be 
heard from, with a probability in 
iavor of the Republicans. It looks like 
a tie on jo'nt ballot. A United Staies 
Senator depends upon the result. 

New York, Nov. 5.—The official 
returns from the Congressionel dis- 
tricts of the State will not be known 
for some days. Thece. however, wil’ 
make no change in the resu!is reporied 
by the Associa‘ d Press last night, 
unless Coombs, Democrat, proves to 
be elected in Erookivn. New York's 
delegation in Congre-s, if Coombs is 
defeated, will be 20 Democrats and 14 
Republicans. It 1:everses the delega- 
tion in the precent Conzress of 20 Re- 
publicans and 14 Democrat>. 

Cuicaco, Nov. 5.—It is estimated 
by the returns of sixty-‘our of the 102 
counties in Illirois, including Cook, 
give Amberg, Republican, 12.682 plur- 
ality for State Treasurer,and Edwards, 
Republican, 8,984, for Stu‘e Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction. The 
eame counties two years ago gave Har- 
rison 14.085 over Cleveland. Should 
the same rate continue, Amberg wil! 
be elected by 14,000 and Edwards by 
10,000. As the returns thus far and 
mostiy from Chicago and Northern II- 
linois, Kepublican strongholds, and 
both of the Democratic candidates are 
from Southera Illinois, the presen: 
Republican plurality will probably be 
radically decreased by lvicr returns.

THE MAGICAL SQUARE.

An Arithmetieal Puisié field 1a Vouera- :

It will be seen that in the natural - 


square the numbers from 1 to 49 run in 
arithmetical progression. In the mag- 
square the numbers are disposed in 
parallel and equa) ranks, so that the 
sums in each row, taken either perpen- 
dicularly, horizontally or diagonally, 
equal to one another—i e¢., 175. 
These magical squares can, however, be 
much extended, writes Thomas Eathin 
in the Leeds Mercury, and show still 
more curious results: 
NATU SA’. SOUARE. 
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MAGICAL SQUARE. 
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The magic square was held in great 
veneration among the Egyptians and 
dedicated to the then seven known plan- 
ets in various ways. ‘To Saturn they at- 
tributed tbe square of nine places, the 
side being three and the sum of the 
numbers in every row being fifteen. To 
Venus they attributed the square I have 
given. Finally. they attributed to God 
the square of only one cell, the side of 
which is only a unit, which, multiplied 
by itself, undergoes no change. The 
ancients having used these marpic 
squares for various purposes, they be- 
came a subject of consideration among 
mathematicians; not because they im- 
agined that they would be of any solid 
use oradvantage, but rather as a kind 
of play in which the difficulty makes the 
merit. If your young readers want a 
little recreation in the combination of 
figures, let them make a large square in 
which there are 256 smaller squares, and 
place in those smaller squares all 
the numbers from 1 to 256 in such a 
manner as will answer the following 
conditions: 1. The sum of the sixteen 
numbers in each column or row, verti- 
cal or horizontal, to be 2,056. 2. Every 
half column, vertical or horizontal, 
makes 1,028, or one-half the sum of 
2,056. 3. Half a diagonal ascénding 
added to half a diagonal descending 
makes also the same sum—2,056, taking 
these half diagonals from the ends of 
any sides of the squares to the middle 
of it, and so reckoning them either 
upward or downward, or sideways from 
right to left, or from left to right. 4. 
The same with all the parallels to the 
half diagonals, as many as can be drawn 
in the great square; for any two of them 
being directed upward and downward, 
from the place where they begin to that 
where they end, their sums will 
make the same, 2,056. 5. If a square 
hole equal in breadth to four of the 
little squares be cut im a paper, 
through which any of the 16 little 
squares in the *great square may be 
seen, and the paper be laid upon the 
great square, the sum of all the 16 num- 
bers seen through the holc-is always 
equal to 2,056, the sum of the 16 num- 
bers in any horizontal er vertical 
column. 

I am not prepared to say whether 
there is more than one correct way of 
placing the numbers which will fulfill 
the above conditions, but can assert 
that if a thousand people now com- 
mence to arrange the figures they may 
work all their lives, and each of them 
form a square a minute, and although 
every combination may be different, 
they will not have completed one- 
millionth part of the wrong combina- 
tions which can be made. Perhaps this 
is a sufficient refutation of the frequent 
assertion that there isnorule for the 
iormation of these magical squares.
